At the onset of the dry, plans 
were put into effeot giving pref- 
erence to the saving of young | 
trees. Three water carts were 
in constant use —- concentrating 
on trees only. 

Some young trees died, , but 
considering the circumstances 
the results were good 


All the Reserves have’ recov- 
ered well. In most cases the 
grass is- coming good. Some 
areas near goal posts are bare. 

In these places the top soil. 
gisturbed by training activities, 
has blown away. The Civic of- 
fice area shows absolutely no 
signs of any drought. The lawns 

in the Library were however 
too young to stand the ‘condi- 
tions. 

Some- damage to concrete 
work has been caused by the 
uneven. contraction and expan- 
sion of soil, particularly in clay 
situations. 


It is “gratifying to note that 
throughout ‘the Shire most trees 
are now looking at their best. 

Thanks are due not only to 
Mr. R. C. Simmons and his staff 
but ‘also to householders for 
their occasional bucket of water.

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LOCAL TEACHER STUDIES TEACHING OF 
ENGLISH AS ANOTHER LANGUAGE 


Miss Susan Orr, of Altona North High 
School, is one of a select group of teachers 
who attended Victoria’s first workshop 


on. the teaching of 
children. 


At Altona North High 


English to migrant 


Miss Orr has already had 


‘ gonsiderable experience in taking special groups of 


children in difficulty in 


their classrooms because 


they had little fluency or understanding of English. 


Now, after some days away, 
she has returned te her task with 
tiéw insight into her highly 
specialised work. ‘ 


She is one of a group of 12 
Victorian teachers who has just. 
finished special training in teach- | 
ing English “as another lan- 
guage” to rén-English speaking 
migrants: F 


The course, at Albert Street 


Brunswick Training School, has $ 


teachers frem primary, high and 
technical schools with a large 
migrant intke. The course they, 
have been taking was developed 
by the Education Department’s 
Curriculum and Research Branch 
through Mr, Allen Humphries, 
who has been appointed Co~ 
ordinator and adviser. 


~ Although Australia’s massive 
post-war migration began 23 
years ago it is only in the past 
year that any great attenion has 
been paid’ to the special prob~ 
Jems of migrant children, at Jeast 
at the official level). 


The new interest began in 
April last year when 
torian Teachers’ Union directed 
attention to the urgent needs of 
migrant children, particularly in 
crowded inner-suburban and in~ 
dustrial areas. 


The Victorian Council of School 
Organisations took up their 
cause, conducting a seminar cn 
it; on June last year the Educa~ 
tion Department began a special 
course at a high, school, and ih 
November Mr. Humphries was 
appointed to make a special 
study of the problem. | 


In devising this course he has 
been helped: by an expert com- 
mittee of teachers from all three 
divisions of the service. The 
course has been specifically de-~ 
signed for children aged between 
8 and 15, coming from homes 
where another language is 
spoken. It seems to stimulate 
migrant children in the fluent use 
of the Australian ‘idiom, spoken 
with clarity, rhythm and into-~ 
nation. 





The committee began by draw- 
ing on the wide experience of 
many individual teachers who 
had developed their own methods 
of teaching migrant children. 


It drew upon the experience of 
teachers of adult migrants in 
night classes conducted by the 
Migrant Education, Service — 2& 
field in which Mr. Humphries 
himself has served for many 
years as an advisory teacher. 

Reference was also made to 
studies and results in Canada 
and other places. 

The course has been designed 
for flexibility: to adjust to the 
needs of the children being 
taught, é 

Teachers are to pay particular 
attention to the first language of 
their children, and ot learn where 
the basic sounds of that language 
do not correspond with ours. 

This is why we find Italians in 
confusion over our words like 
“met and ‘mat’. Having no 
short “a” in Italian, their ears 
do not pick up this sound, and 
so they fail to hear the differ- 
ence, 


This tendency is corrected by |} 7 


practice in both hearing and re-~ 
peating this and similar matched 
pairs of words. 

Other languages also present 
the same problems: Greek has no 
“ee” sound, and the 
great difficulty with our “th”. 

A special feature of the course 
is the way it has been built 
around names and cultural situ- 
ations familiar to the major 
migrant groups. 

As it takes children into 
special situations, such as a 
visit to a milk bar to buy things. 
This is to develop the use of our 
Janguage in a way that will ke 
directly useful to them outside 
of_ school, 

Mr. Humphries will be taking 
further similar courses of in- 
service trdining for teachers of 
migrant children from other dis- 
trict schools in the near future. 

He is also co-ordinating prepa- 
rations for another course 
“Interim Course A" to guide 
teachers of migrant children at 
infant level — that is, from kin- 
dergarten to the age seven level. 

And ‘later this term he will 
again meet the teachers concern-

ed in this week’s seminar to dis-, 
cuss their progress and explore 
ways to improve the course. 








. CANBERRA DIARY 
By Merv. Lee M.P. 


Approximately 70 bills have 
passed through the House of 
Representatives this session, -in- 
cluding the amendments to the 
contentious National Storvice 
Act, which is one of the most 
controversial acts of Parliament 
in_existence in Australia.‘ 

Following a good deal of op- 

ition from outside as well as 
ide the Parliament, and a 
econd look at the legislation by 
the Government, some of the 
more objectionable amendments 
10 the act have been withdrawn. 

After much debate, clause by 
clause _in the Committee stages, 
and 37 divisions of the house, 
the bill has now been passed by 
the House of Representatives. 

A number of new bills have 
been introduced, including a bill 
vw amend the Pay Roll Tax 
Assessment Act with a view to 
giving some concessions — to 
manufacturers as ‘an incentive 
to developing their export mar- 
k and a bill to borrow 16.8 
million Dutch Marks ($3.75 _m) 
to assist in the purchase of four 
Fokker Friendship quick change 
aircraft by the Australian Na- 
tional Airlines Commission. 

The Government will borrrow 
the money in the first place, and 
ihe proceeds will be made ay- 
ailable to T.A.A. on the same 
terms and conditions for the 
purchase of the aircraft.

“CROSSINGS 


A press release received from 
the Minister for Transport (Hon. 
Vernon Wilcox,, M.P.), gives 
some interesting. information on 
boom crossings. It states: 


“Following the very substan- 


which have come from the in- 
stallation of boom. gates. we will 
embark upon a 3 year plan to 
eliminate gate crossings and 
substitute booms and, at _ the 
same time, widen the crossings. 
This programme: is entirely new 
and the Railways. Local Coun- 
cils and the Government will 
share in providing funds.” 


Work is to begin on implem- 
renting this plan. and it is anti- 
cipated that as many as 36 gate 
crossings will be replaced by 
automatic booms within the next 
3 years. ' 


The Railways will be the con- 
structing authority for this work 
and they have @ Capacity to un- 
dertake the replacement of 10 
to 12 crossings ;within the next 
12 months. ' 


Two thirds of the money for 
the work of installing the booms 
and norma) widening of road- 
way will be available from the 
Government and the Railways— 
the other one ,third is to be 
found by the Local Council re- 
questing the replacement of a 
crossing. i 

Studies by the Traffic Com- 
mission confirm: that those boom 
gates already ji operation have 
demonstrated clearly that the 
raffic flow on ‘roads is greatly 
improved where this type of 
crossing is installed. The booms 
help speed up traffic in two 
ways. 


Not only in waiting time for 
motor vehicles at railway cross- 
ings reduced to a minimum but 
the booms allow roadways to be 
appreciably widened and usu- 
ally at least one additional traf- 
fic_lane accommodated. 

This plan hds been put into 
action because’ the Government 
realises the , ever-increasing 
need to avoid every possible 
hold up in the movement of 
traffic on our roads.
